What Has Become of the Wreck Fishermen?
Not so many years ago some p the fishing

pilots made a specialty of WTeck fishing, and
two of the captains who were noted for this
particular kind of fishing were "Bin"
Stephens nml Johnny Klein. Stephens took
himself and his family away up State to live
and located In the village of t'arslllus. N.

Y.. which Is near Syracuse, and ho liaa suc-

cessfully turned his fishing energies Into
modern farming. Johnny Klein is locared at
Bergen Bench, where he hna a boat livery
for bay fishing. anC he does not take the
old time ofr shore trips.

Klein was a master mind on the wreck
fishing, and in some Instances he planted
wrecks of old hulks and had the exclusive
fishing of them for many seasons before they
were located bysnthets. As a matter of fact
Capt. Klein now advocates the making of
fishing grounds by dumping rocks and exca-
vation matter In the gag In places where fish
are known to be more or less abundant.

Tho wrecks about New York, which nre
manv, all have a bit of interesting history
connected with them Fishermen do not stop
to think that the old Black Warrior, the
wreck of which lies In twelve feet of water
c.ff Rockaway Beach, almost caused war be-

tween the Cnlted States and Spain away
back ln 1834. "Deep Sea tirounds"
says of this wreck: "The Black Warrior fig-

ures in American history because nearly
caused war between Spain and the United
States In 1834. Tha ship was a side wheel
steamship, owned by tho New York aniLAIa-bsm- a

Steamship Company and plying be-

tween Mobile and New York city via Ha-

vana. On February 28, 1834. the Spanish
customs officials of Havana selied the ves-

sel owing to a technical error In her mani-
fest, which stated that she had no cargo,
though cotton was In her hold. The cargo
was removed and the captain fined heavily.
Fortunately Spain surrendered her position
ami paid damages. The Black Warrior con-

tinued her voyages till 1830. On February
20 of that year, while trying to make Now

York Harbor entrance In a heavy snow
squall, the captain overran hla mark and
struck at tha edge of Rockaway Inlet."
